THE SABBATH DAY.

PnmorrIxs, not the arbitrary dictum of the Almighty, lie at the foundation 
of all the laws which He has ordained for the regulation of human N 
This fact is clearly discernible in those decrees which guard the lives of man- 
kind, enjoin the practice of chastity, the observance of property rights, the 
maintenance of goodwill and peace with all mankind, eta, sto, It must be 
admitted that the feeble powers of our understanding are not able to discern, 
in all instances, a rational basis for His statutes and ordinances, but the fact 
that they are established by infinite wisdom leads us irresistibly to the do- 
clusion already stated. The appointment of the Sabbath as a day of rest and 
worship is, by many, supposed to depend entirely upon the will and pleasare 
of the Almighty ; but this position is an erroneous one. He certainly has 
commanded its observance, and punishes disobedience with heavy penalties; 
but aside from all this it has been demonstrated that there is a physical 
necessity for the rest and change which the Sabbath is designed to afford. 
Nature almost universally must have periods of repose. There is 4 season 
of the year when a very large portion of the life that is represented by vege- 
tation must cease its active operations. During one period it puts forth 
leaves and gathers up the substance of its fruit and seed. These in due course 
are matured and cast off, and then ensues a period of rest during the winter. 
The warm sunshine of spring quickens it again into activity; but the follow- 
ing winter brings it rest once more, and thus with alternating periods of toil 
and repose it fille up the measure of its creation. Next in order above plant 
life stauds the brute création, which is endowed with a very sensitive organ- 
ism, and periods of rest must be enjoyed at very frequent intervals. At the 
head of all éarthly creations we find man who possesses an organism of 
exquisite delicacy and sensitiveness ; and being doomed to earn his living by 
the sweat of his brow—a wearing-out process he has still greater need for 
seasons of reat in order that he may live out all his days. pa 
Physiologists are agreed that the animal frame in man or in beast is capable 
of sustainiag oy a certain amount of continuous exertion, and that a per- 
sistent transgression of nature’s laws herein will soon impair the strongest

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constitution. The dissolution ot man’s corporeity would ensue speedily were 
he deprived of all rest. His physical powers require frequent recuperation, 
which is affected principally during the night, when he is at perfect rest in 
sleep. But it is an interesting fact that the losses which the body sustains 
during the hours of toil and exercise, are not wholly made up at night when 
we are or ought to be resting. Dr. Farre, an acknowledged authority, stated 
before a Committee of the House of Commons that although the night appar- 
ently equalizes the losses of the body by day, yet “it does not sufficiently 
restore the balance for the attainment of a long life—hence one day in seven, 
by the bounty of Providence, is thrown in as a day of compensation to perfect 
in its repose the animal system.” He further says: | 

All men, of whatever class, who must necessarily be occupied six days in 
the week, should abstain on the seventh, and in the course of life would 
assuredly gain by giving to their bodies repose, and to their minds the change 
of i suited to the day, for which it was vr by ing wisdom. 
I have frequently observed the premature d of medical men from oon- 
tinued exertion. I have advised the clergyman in lieu of his Sabbath, to reat 
oné day in the week : it forms Been tion of mine. I have seen many 
destroyed by their duties on that day, and to preserve others I have frequently 
suspended them for a season from the discharge of those duties. The work- 
ing of the mind in one continuous train of thought is destructive of life in 
the most distinguished class of society, and senators themselves stand in need 
of reform in that particular. I have observed many of them destroyed by 
neglecting the economy of life. 

This testimony is most cordially agreed to by eminent medical men in all 
perts of the civilized world. As an instance of the unanimity of opinion 
among them upon these points we cite the fact that six hundred and forty- 
one physicians in the city of London alone have declared that “from their 
acquaintance with the laboring classes, and with the laws which regulate the 
human economy, (they) are convinced that a seventh day of rest, instituted by 
God, and coeval with the existence of man, is essential to the bodily health 
and mental vigor of men in every station of life.” 

Dr. Massey, of the Ohio Medical College, concludes from the facts which 
have come to his notice during his extensive and varied experiences that 
“onder the due observance of the Sabbath, life would, on the average, be 
prolonged more that one seventh of its whole period ; that is more than seven 
years in fifty.” Thus men, to state the doctors conclusion in another form, 
who die at an average of fifty-seven years and a fraction over, having observed 
the Sabbath strictly, would have died at the age of fifty years had they paid 
no heed to the time of rest which the Almighty has appointed. 

The evil effects which flow from the non-observance of the Sabbath have 
sometimes been made very manifest in practical experience within compara- 
tively brief periods of time. Dr. Humphreys in his pamphlet, Permanent 
Sabbath Documenta, No. 1, page 30, gives an account of the results in 4 
representative case. He says: 

A contractor went on to the west, with his hired men and teams, to makea 
tarnpike road, at first he paid no 7 — to the Sabbath, but continued his 
work as on other days. He soon found, however, that the ordinances of 
nature, no less than the law, were t him. His labourers became sickly ; 

teams grew poor and feeble ; — he was fully convinced that more 
lost than gained by working on the Lord’s day. So true is it, that the 
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Sabbath labourer, like the glutton and the drunkard, undermines his 
— prematurely — the infirmities of age and his exit from the 


Sabbath as a day of rest, do not always, in a brief time, become so strongly 
marked as in the case just cited, but that they must be endured sooner or later 
seems to be very well established. According to Dr. Humphreys, the man. 
who neglects to keep the Sabbath day is undermining his health just as 
certainly as the glutton or the drunkard is doing it. 

Eminent men in other departments of life corroborate the testimony of the 
medical experts which has been introduced. The celebrated painter, Sir 
David Wilkie, says that “those artists who wrought on Sunday were soon 
disqualified from working at all” The editor of the Standard has recorded, 
in the following words, the result of many years of personal observation : 
“ We never knew a man work seven days a week who did not kill himself or 
kill his mind.” It becomes very evident in the light of these truths that there 
are as sound physiological reasons for observing the Sabbath, as there are for 
taking sleep or food, or for observing any other law of nature. . 

But the evils which arise from a transgression of the fourth commandment 
are not confined by any means to man’s physical being. They effect his 
moral nature, also. An illustration of this fact is found in the annexed ab- 
count of a practical experiment : 

ae thousand men “ were employed for years, seven in a week. To 

render them contented in giving up their right to the Sabbath as a day of 
rest, that birthright of the human uly, they ~~ them double wages on 
that day, eight days’ wages for seven work. But they could not 
them healthy, nor make them moral. “Things meet badly, and they 
their course—employed their workman only six days a w and allowed 
them to rest on the Sabbath. The consequence was, they did more work 
than ever before. This, the Superintendent said, was o to two causes— 


the demoralization of the people under the first syste — their exhaustion 
of bodily strength, which was visible to the most casual observer.” 


Not only is the desecration of the Sabbath followed by moral evils directly, 
but the practice also exerts an indirect influence which leads to moral 
degradation. The Apostle Paul informs us that cleanliness is akin to godli- 
ness, and it is incontestible that the observance of the Sabbath conduces to 
the formation of cleanly habits. The filthy practices which are otherwise 
contracted have been pointed out by Jorgensen in his Travels through France. 
The time in which his observations were made succeeded the first Revolution. 
He says: “The moroseness occasioned by the want of a Sabbath in France, 
has an effect on the cleanliness of young men engaged in manual labor; they 

pursue their daily drudgery in their dirty dresses, aud habit renders them at 
length averse to a change of linen and clothes.” No comments are necessary 
here, since all can see how directly Sabbath observances conduce to cleanli- 
ness and respectability, and consequently to morality. 

Financial considerations, it seems to us, must be the principal motives 
which induce men to make Sabbath breaking habitual, yet the evidence 
before us shows very conclusively that financial loss instead of gain results 
from the practice. It is a shortsighted policy to toil an extra day in the 
week hoping thereby to lay up a few additional pounds or dollars, when we 
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are sure to be called upon ultimately to expend far more than the surplus 
earnings in the vain effort to repair the injury done to the physical system. 
In the struggle to live, it is not wisdom to pursue a course which shortens life. 
It is foolish to make ourselves ill by toil, that we may have something with 
which to purchase nostrums when we become ill. 

It has been remarked already that nature 
and that portion of it represented by plants and the lower animals has been 
referred to—the latter very briefly. But there are some facts connected with 
the lives of the brute creation, which it is now purposed to lay before our 
readers, since they prove, by the principle of analogy, that the Sabbath is a 
physical necessity for man. Mr. Gilfillan, speaking of the results of practical 
tests made with horses, says :— 

The statement made before a statistical society by Mr. Bianconi, of Clonmel, 
in Ireland, proprietor at the time of one hundred an ten vehicles which tra- 
veled from t to ten miles an hour, is well known. He mentioned that 
none of the cars, except those connected with the were run on Sunday; 
that he found it much easier to work a horse eight miles every week day, in 
place of six miles, and an additional six miles on Sundays; and. that by this 
plan there is a saving of thirten per cent., adding, “I am persuaded that man 
cannot be wiser than his Maker. 

These views of Bianconi, Gilfillan states, have been confirmed by intelligent 
coach proprietors, and he cites a Report to the House of Commons as sub- 
stantiating his allegation. 

An American writer, after stating certain facts which bear upon the matter 
under consideration, says :— 


Great numbers have made similar experiments, and uniformly with similar 
results ; so that it is now settled by facts that the observance of the Sabbath 
is required by a natural lau, and that were man nothing more than a mere 
animal, and were his existence to be confined to this world, it would be for 
his interest to observe the Sabbath.“ Permanent Sabbath Documents, N 0. 1,

i has also been demonstrated that the appointment of one day in seven, 
neither more nor less, as a time of rest, is strictly in harmony with natural 
principles. The people of France at one period of their history tried the 
experiment of keeping one day in ten; but results were far from satisfac- 
tory, and they returned to the practice of observing one day in seven. 
They were greatly influenced by sanitary considerations in putting them- 
selves once more in harmony with their civilized fellow-men. 

Thus far no direct reference has been made to the revealed law of God 
touching our subject, and attention shall now be turned thereto.

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarised from Territorial Papers. ) 


The Utah Central sheep traffic is very large, over 100,000 having been

With regard to the sugar industry, the committee appointed by the Utah 
Sugar Company to visit East and West made their report to the board 
recently, and it was regarded as so satisfactory that the same committee was 
requested and appointed to select a suitable location for the erection of a 
factory in time to proceed to business next year. 

Recently, as John Henderson of Logan was engaged in splitting wood, 
while attempting to steady a large block with his left hand, the ax being in 
dis right, he missed his aim and the ax descended upon the left hand, nearly 
severing the second and third fingers, and inflicting a painful wound. It 
will be some time before he recovers the use of his hand. 

About ten o'clock on Saturday, Nov. 9th, a runaway in Salt Lake City 
collided with a telephone pole and knocked it over. A number of the tele- 
phone wires suspended on it fell across and came in contact with the trolly 
wire of the electric railway. As a result about 300 telephone connections 
were burned out, and there was very little telephone communication in town. 

The Rio Grand Western are now running broad gauge trains between 
Ogden and Salt Lake City. January lst is the time fixed for running their 
first broad gauge trains from Ogden to Grand Junction, 289 miles of steel 
rails having been purchased for this purpose. The work of sectionizing their 
road to Denver has been begun, and mile posts are being eet to that place, 
Ogden being the starting point. 

While Charlie Sorensen was out near the Muddy a few weeks ago, he received 
a very painful wound from an enraged dog. It seems that two dogs were 
savagely fighting, when Sorensen stepped up to part them. One big, fierce 
canine quitted his hold on the other dog and sprang upon the boy. His sharp 
teeth tore a piece out of the boy’s overall and penetrated quite deep into 
flesh, lacerating it in a painful manner.

Mr. Hobart, publisher of the new directory of Ogden, says that his book 
will contain the names of 3,800 males, bona jide residents of that city. This 
number indicates a total population for Ogden of more than seventeen thou- 
sand taking the conservative estimate that for every name entered in the 
directory we have four and a half people. At the recent rate of progress, 
Ogden will touch the 20,000 mark in the census of 1890—almost trebling her 
population in the ten years since 1880. 

A sorrowful accident occurred at Lewiston about the beginning of Novem- 
ber. Mr. H. Spekeman was loading his team with grain, and his little 
two-year-old boy wanted to ride with him. The father let the little fellow 
ride from the granary to the house, and then took him in. It was a short 
time before Mr. Spekeman was ready to go, and supposing his child was in 
the house he started the wagon off. The little boy, however, had climbed on 
the brake, and at the first motion of the wagon fell off. He dropped between 
the wheels and one of them passed over his neck. He died immediately— 
his neck was broken.

At 5.50 p.m. on Saturday, Nov. 2nd, a fatal accident occurred at Farming- 
ton, Davis County, the victim being David Smith, the thirteen-year old son 
of Jesse W. and Catherine Smith. At the Consolidated-road depot, when 
the south-bound freight train came in, the unfortunate lad was standing with 
half a dozen others. He tried to get on one of the cars while the train was 
moving, but missed and fell to the track. Eight cars passed over him, 
cutting his body in two and crushing his left leg from the knee to the 
hip, and his right foot and middle of the right arm. An inquest was held 
before Justice T. J. Steed, and a verdict was rendered in accordance with the 
above facta. The lamentable occurrence should be a warning to many others 
who engage in the unfortunate habit which cost David Smith his life and 


brought a terrible grief to his parents and relatives. 
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
